Oyster Bay. Sept. 2.—A man giving 


his nam« aa Frank Weiibrennrr, was 
arrester) at Sagamore Hill, late last 
night, while maiisg A persisit-iit u?- 
mand to set. President Roosevelt. The 
man was armed with a revolver fully 
loaded. He was taken to the village. 
a:u! placed in the town prison. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock last night. 


Wfilbrenn-r drove to Sagamore Hill 
in a phaeton buggy. He was stopped 
by the sttret service operative 
on 


duty. 
Weiibrenner said he 
had 
a 


personal engagement with the presi- 
dent, and desired to set? him. As it 
was long after the hours when visitors 
are received, the officer declined to 
permit, him to BU to the house. 
The 


man insisted, but the officer turued 
him away. 


Soon after 
WeiUirenner 
returned 


and again instated that he be allowed 
t'i see the president if 
only for 
a 


minute 
Tbis time he was ordered 


away and warned not to return. 


.Iiist before It o'clock, the man re- 


turned a third time, and demanded of 
the officer that he should be permitted 
to see the president at once. The of- 
ficers response was to take the man 
from sis buggy and put him in 
the 


stable, where he was placed under the 
suard of two stable men. A revolver 
was found in the buggy. 


l.ator Weiibrenm-r was 
brought to 


the village and locked up. He is five 
feet. eight inches high. 28 years old. 
has a medium sized dark mustache, 
black eye.s. and evidently is of Ger- 
man descent. 


He resides in Syosset. about five 


niiies inland, from Oystor Bay. 
He 


was well dressed in a suit of dark ma- 
terial, and wore an old fashioned der- 
by. It is thought by the officers that 
Weiibreaner was accompanied by two 
other men. as their foot prints were 
f 
f>»nd In the mud along side of the bug- 
gy tracks. In view of this fact, th 
officer on duty telephoned to the vi 
laee for assistance, and was soon join 
e<i t>y two other secret service men 


While W«i!brenner talked rational!) 


to tae officers last night, it seems evl 
ft*nt from his converrsatiotf 
today 


that he is demented. 
H-^> said thai 


he had received a telegraphic common 
ication from the president desiring 
iiiin io <;aii ttt Sagamore III!!. 


Weilbrenner's buggy was taken to 


s local Ijvpry barn. When asked what 
had become of the rig, Weilbrenner 
•''•plied: ''Oh, the president has taken 
<•«<•» of it. That's all right." 


Weilbrenner is regarded by those 


had seen him to be a dangerous 


lunatic. 


At Syosset, it is learned that the 


is the son of a truck farrmer, is 


one of three brothers. 
He has two 


sisters. 
The family is respectable, 


and is held In general esteem. 


Wellbrunner several years ago had 


a nervous attack which rendered him 
mentally helpless for a dey or two 
but his family supposed that he had

Since then he had mantfMtod no »,mr 
torn* of menu! aberration. He had no 
»°ctall*tlc or anarcUitfe tndvnctM

Weilbrenner was arraigned today 


before Justice Franklin on complaint 
of the secret service operatives who 
placed him under arrest. Weilbren- 
ner's brother William was present at 
the examination.

about

movements last 
night. 
His replies 


were made in a quiet tone of voice 
but they indicated, apparently beyond 
doubt, that the man is crazy.

president""

SPONTANEOUS 


Caused Large Fire Loss, and Serious 


Injury to a Fireman, 


New York, Sept. 2—Henry F. Ed- 


son, 30 years old, of 292 west 92nd 
street, shot and killed Mrs. Fannie 


, Pollen 33 years old, of 673 West End 
(avenue today, and then shot and killed 
himself. The double tragedy occurred 
at Edson's residence. 


The murderer and suicide was 


Henry Townsend Edson, aged 39 years 
a son of Mayor Franklin Edson and a 
brother of Dr. 
Cyrus 
Edaon. Ed- 


son is said to have been insanely Jeal- 
ous of the woman and wanted her to 
go away with him. 


The shooting occurred in the pres- 


ence of Dr. David O. Edson. the sui- 
cide's brother, his wife, Mrs. Henry 
T. Edson. 
and a baggage 
mover, 


Thomas Wood 
The 
families 
of 


Henry Townsend Edson and Dr. Ed- 
son have lived together in the ninety- 
second street house for a number of 
months. Today Henry T, Kdson was 
to vacate and teare the city for a 
short time. 
i 


According to the police and Woods, 


the furniture man, Edson had begged 
Mrs. 
Pullen to elope with him. 


Dr. Edson told his brother that he 


should be ashamed to make a proposal 
in the presence of his wife. Town- 
send Edson became wildly excited and 
could not be calmed. HP kept 
en 


treating Mrs. Pullen to leave the house 
with him and go to another state but 
she refused. 


When Woods entered the house, he 


says he saw Townsend point his re- 
volver towards Mrs. Pullen and heard 
him say to her: 


"You 
must go with me. 
If you do 


not elope with me, I'll see that you go 
with me any way." 


Then Townsend fired two shots in 


quick succession. The first Struck 
Mrs. 
Pullen in the right side of the 


forehead, and 
the 
second bullet 


ploughed through the left cheek tear- 
ing the flesh. Mrs. Pull«n ran a few 
steps when she 
fell. Edson then 


turned the revolver on himself, firing 
two shots. 
The first shot 
went 


through his head, tae second entered 
the left breast near the heart. He 
dropped to the floor, his head falling 
across the woman's feet. Both died 
almost instantly.

Edson is said to heve to'rt uis wife he 
could not live with her any longer and 
said that it would be better if they 
separated. This request was refused 
by Mrs. Edson and the approaching 
trouble was quieted lor the time. 


Suddenly It is said, Edson turned to 


Mrs. Pullen, In the presence of bis 
wife and his brother, and asked her to 
go away with him to some other state, 
where they could be happy. Mrs. Pul- 
len indignantly refused the proposal, 
and turned away from Edson. Dr. 
Edson severely reprimanded his broth- 
er for making any such remarks, and 
then left the room, with Mrs. Edson. 
Almost immediately afterwards 
the 


shooting occurred. 


Mrs. Pulien was tte wife of John F. 


Pullen, an auditor at the Grand Cen- 
tral station. She had two children. 
Mrs. 
Pulien and Mrs. Edson had been 


intimate friends for eleveu years. 


Had Love Affair. 


Coroner Jackson, after an investi- 


gation said: "The evidence from my 
investigation shows that the murder 
and suicide was permeditated. 1 have 
found letters and other papers in Ed- 
son's possession In the 
house that 


show that he had had a love affair." 
When asked If the "love affair" was 
with Mrs. Pulien. the coroner said he 
could not answer, but spoke as if it 
was not. 


Charged With Defaulting. 


New York, Sept. 2.—John F. Pullen. 


the husband of the murdered woman, 
in a statement says, that Edson. as 
clerk of St. Michaels' Protestant Epis- 
copal church had forged and defaulted. 
He declared htat the furniture belong- 
ing to Edson was being packed up to- 
day to be sent to the Rev. Dr. John C. 
Peters', rector of the church "partly," 
to reimburse the church. The shoot- 
ing he said, was not premeditated. He 
declared that Edson 
attempted 
to 


shoot Mrs. Edson first, saying that he 
would <?nd it all by killing his wtfe and 
himself, but accidentally shot Mrs. 
Pullen.
